CM'S COMMENTS 



This game started on Nov, 28, 1989* so it lasted approximately 20 months* We only lost 
two players, which is pretty good for the course. I was disappointed that only one at- 
tempt was made to move into Barbarian country, and that was incorrectly done. 
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I was surprised to see Seleucus eliminated, so swiftly 0 ^*ith its corner position, I 
thought it would be a major factor in the game. However, Ralph Baty's Egypt arranged 
a very effective two-pronged attack on Seleucus, with thft help of Antigonus, and the 
Persians were soon gone. I missed Perlmutter's press. Carthage brought about its 
own disaster with two NMR's. I know how busy Brad Wilson is in the Real World, so I 
can sympathize with him, but, hey, if you're that busy, maybe you shouldn't sign up 
for so many games. The same thing's happened to Brad in other games* 

Neither Egypt nor New Carthage ever missed a move. I've learned that no matter what 
the scenario of a variant, it's the NMR's that kill you, not the technicalities of 
the design. Once Italy NMR'd, New Carthage (Cheek) just came down and absorbed him. 
So, New Carthage had an easier time than Efeypt, in that his gains were made against 
ineffective Roman and Car^aginian forces, IJgypt had some heavy battles vs<. Persian 
and Greek units, but also got in on mopping up Carthage. In any event, they both 
wound up with dominant positions by 259* ft Two-Way Draw was a sensible decision- 
Another year would have seen a complete crushing of the two smaller powers*

In Subzines, one named DIDOES, with which I'm not familiar, came in first with a 
score of 8 # 750. My own "Fred's Column,* 1 which appears in Bruce Mclntyre's EXCELSIOR, 
finished second with a score of 8.1 43. Thanks, guys. 

There were 73 zines on the main. Hat, 22 subzines, and 60 GM' s who were ranked* Eric 
3:t» siu 3 has sent detailed statistics to r^cst publishers, so you may get to see a Top 
Half listing, or the complete figures, in some other zines. 

Moat of the Mensa SIG zines and (24' s did not make the main lists. However, DIPLOMAG 
finished 52nd, with a score of 5.339, Eric Young's TACTFUL ASSASSIN was 51st, with a 
5.366 score, and THE ASSASSIN'S BLADE, by John Gait was 58th, scoring 4.699. 

"New" means new to the Main list, A zine has to ^t 10 votes to make the main list. 
A C3t has to have 5. Some of the "new" zines and (31 's were in the Postal hobby in 
1990. This year, zines carrying no Diplomacy games were allowed to run for the first 
time. Mostly these were Railroad games zines, but White House Mania runs only games 
of "Campaign Trail," a Presidential election PBM game. If yo" f re a Diplomacy purist, 
you may wish to discount them, which is why I gave you the first 12 zines and the top 
12 (24 's, instead of just the Top Ten. I also included CCC under zines, since it's 
always been one of my favorites. And, I thought you'd be interested in seeing the 
contrast in Cal White coming in first with his zine, NORTHERN FLAME, but in being 
:rankei only 18th as a (24. Oh, and I somehow stayed on the list with 6 votes, thanks 
to votes from players in DIPLDMAG plus the last game in BUSH* 

Congratulations to Cal White for N.F. winning the zine poll two years in a row. Almost 
all of these zines can be recommended as good places for Postal play* I am surprised 
to se?i the *choo choo" games and their GM's so highly rated. 
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I spoke with Tom Shaw of Avalon Hill at the company's booth at ORIGINS* I was hoping 
they might have an advance copy of the new Diplomacy set on display, but it is not 
yet ready* Hopefully* it will be available by Christmas. Meanwhile, I suppose there 
are still some of the old sets available on the store shelves. If you have trouble 
locating a copy in your area, remember that you can phone Avalon Hill to purchase a 
set by credit card.

I'LL BE SEEING SOME OF iQU at DipCon XXIV, in Toronto, August 2-4* 1991. Remember, 
to vote on the site selection for the 1992 Con, you have to be present at this year's 
meeting. I'm told that bids will be made by groups in Madison, Wis. and in Marshall, 
Missouri, as it's the Midwest's turn to bid© Also, we have to ratify the new rotation 
arrangement for the DipCon sites in North America. The revised rotation procedure was 
overwhelmingly approved at Chapel Hill in 1990, but the DipCon Charter requires that 
all amendments must be approved by two consecutive DipCons to go into effect « The new 
arrangement is circular rather than linear, providing a better rotation pattern. It 
also eliminates the moribund Central Region, where there is very little Dip activity, 
and replaces it with a Southern Region running from Jforth Carolina "to Texas*
